WINNIPEG, Oct. 18.—Judge L. St. |

Jesterday acquitted five men charg- | 
ed with rioting and possession of 
dangerous weapons at Wellwood's 
box factory last July when strike- | 
breaking workmen were entering) 
the plant. | 

The five acquitted were: John, 
Charney, James Collins, David Row- | 
sen, Jared Little and Henry Yader-, 
nick. | 

Judge Stubbs, after hearing evi-| 
dence for both prosecution and de-_ 
fence, said he was not to 
find the accused even technically 
guilty. Only two of them were of 
mature age, three were quite young 
men, and one was in his ‘teens. 

“The accused made serious alle- 
gations of physical ill-treatment at 
the hands of several of the police 
during and after the arrest,” said 
the judge. 

POLICE AT FAULT 

“The evidence satisfies me that) 
the police usea more physical force | 
and violence than was necessary or | 
proper, and that some of it was used 
for purely punitive purposes. 

“One of the epigrams of the late 
Elbert Hubbard was: ‘Society is 
very tolerant; it forgives everything 
but the truth. By society is meant 
the few who control the many. The 
function in society of the latter is to | 
serve and obey the former.” af 

Continuing, the judgment read in | 
part: “The bench must not speak it 
the truth) for fear of offending the 
law officers of the crown that may 
happen to be in power, or the legal 
hierarchy, or both. 

“Particularly at such times as 
this, fear is the controlling and 
dominating passion. We are a fear- | 
stricken people. It seems hopeless | 
to cope with the situation. People| 
are distracted and panicky with 
fear. This fear manifests itself in 
force and restriction- on all sides. 


NO JUSTICE POSSIBLE 

“Where such fear is, justice can- 
not be. A court becomes an instru- 
ment of power; judges. are soldiers 
putting down rebellions; a so-called 
trial is a punitive expedition or a 
ceremonial excuse, so says John} 
Macdonald, in his book ‘Historica! 
Trials.’ 

“Personally, in seeing the inner | 
li as I have seen it, I have ‘ried 
always to face facts without fear. 
Attempts have been made, and) 
have succeeded, to punish me for | 
criticisms which I have made of our | 
legal and judicial system. Other 
attempts are now being made. 


HOPE FOR HURRICANE 

Let me say, most emphatically, | 
that if our legal and judicial sys-| 
tem is such a frail, fragile and del- 
icately constituted artificial struc- 
ture, that the few puffs of fresh air 
I have made/|

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
NO MORE TOOTHACHES 


In the “good old days” a toothache was regarded 
as more or less of an unlucky event thet might 
happen to anyone, Children with the toothache 
usually “cried it out” until the tooth stepped hurt- 
ing or perhaps some temporary remedy, such as oil 
of cloves, was used. In those days many dentists 
Believed that to keep the teeth clean us to prevent 
decay, but teeth brushed daily went right on get- 
ting holes in them until finally one well-known 
doctor went to the other extreme and remerked 
that, “Most of the sound teeth in the world existed 
before the tooth brush was invented.” 

Caries of the teeth is so widespread among 
civilized peoples that it is said to be the most com- 
mon trouble known to modern man. A great deal 
of research has been done by dentists to find out 
why teeth decay. The results indicate that the main 
cause of poor teeth is wrong diet both before and 
after birth. The new idea among scientific dentists 
is that aching teeth is a disease and that decay of 
the teeth can be prevented. This means that it is 
possible for the children of the near future to never 
know what a toothache means. 

To prevent tooth decay we must begin before 
the child is born. The first, or baby tecth, are 
formed in the frist three months of foetal life, and 
for them to be strong and tough it is necessary that 
the mother’s diet contain certain food minerals, 
especially clacium, magnesium, phosphorous, and 
fluorine. When the expectant mother’s diet is lack- 
ing in these building elements, the child is likely to 
develop cavities in the milk teeth as early as four 
or five years of age, particularly when the diet up 
to that time is poor. When a hole in the tooth is 
small, the child complains when eating hot, cold 
or sweet foods. As the hole grows larger, the nerve 
may be exposed and a real toothache begins. Par- 
ents often make the mistake of neglecting the 
child's milk teeth since these teeth will be lost any- 
way, and they do not take the child to nave a milk 
tooth filled until it is so badly decayed that it must 
be pulled. This means that some of baby’s teeth 
come out before they should. The teeth jeft next 
to the vacancy will tend te push over into the 
empty space. When the second, or permanent teeth, 
come through, they do not find enough room re- 
served for them and are forced out of line, coining 
in crooked 


Every mother should see that the baby teeth are 
inspected by a dentist regularly and filled if neces- 
sary so that they are in the mouth until the proper 
time for shedding. The loss of baby teeth and the 
first permanent molars too soon may easily spoil 
the bony arch containing the teeth, resulting in re- 
ceding chins, upper teeth that stick out, crooked 
teeth and teeth that do not meet squarely in biting 
One who has not had the baby teeth kept in good 
condition will suffer early decay of the n 
teeth. Teeth which are neglected when in a bad 
condition may form abscesses at the roots and the
